Th.0 Work of tlie Session 



The third soaaion of the first Provin- 
cial Parliament of Britfsli Columbia 
will bo formally euncliuled to-morrow, 
it lias lusted ton weeks, and has cer- 
tainly been more eventful than fruitful 
in useful legislation. Iu truth the 
Laud Bill alono redeoms the session 
from a condition bordering upon ab-. 
solute biirreuness, and the credit of 
that really good measure (somewhat 
marred. however, by provisions thrust 
in by the Government) is certainly not 
duo to the Ministry, The i-olicy of tho 
Administration, if one may be pardon- 
ed for applying the term to tjueh a 
shutn, was not a very comprehensive 
ouo. The sum total of it was tho bril- 
liant acheme for taking over from 
Canada £00,000, as an equivalent for 
the dock guarantee and tho relaxation 
of the railway covenant, and tho capi- 
talization of the forty-eight thousand 
dollars whie I) Canada engaged to par 
annually to British Columbia in per- 
petuity in consideration of tho differ- 
ence between the actual and allowed 
debt of the Province at tho date of uu- 
. ion, and, lot it be added, "the promise 
of material aid from tho Admiralty" 
towards the construction of the graving 
clock, •winch the (Jovernor was made to 
say on the 18th December "is daily 
expected." Such was in fact the grand 
policy brought down with a great flour- 
ish of trumpets ten wejks ago. What 
has become of it? Tho unsightly corpse 
alone remains, and it seems doubtful 
whither it shall evtn have deco.it burial. 
Met at every turn, not by count ol 
noses, but by that moral farce which 
(he Right gives even to the smallest 
minority, tho Ministry with their "si- 
lentbiigade" were driven from one 
"refuge of Lei" to another un'.d at 
last the leader had to admit that theii 
cherished policy was virtually "killed," 
and he admitted the fact by the "intro- 
ductijn of a measure enabling the 
Government to seek the "sinews oJ 
war" from another source. But if the 
session has been unfruitful in respect 
of useful legislation, it mny not have 
proved altogether barren of good re- 
sults. The people Lave been roused 
to a sense of duty and responsibility 
as they never were before, and have 
taught those in office that they are 
their masters. They hare also taught 
the political tricksters who thought to 
make merchandise of their dearest 
lights, the old homely lesson that 
"Honesty is the best policy." But 
t lere has been another result. Cana- 
da HAS BEEN WABN'ED THAT FAITH MUST HE 
KEPT WITH BlliriSH COLOMBIA, Mid this 

. is, perhaps, the most important fruit 
of a singularly fruitless session. For 
tins, as for all else of good resulting 
from the session, British Columbia is 
iuJeuted to the Loyal Opposition. 
Tlaere is now presentod the political 
phenomenon of a "People's Govern- 
ment" retaining office iu delianco of the 
welt uideistuod wishes of the People. 
Tue result ot'evcry election, both .Fed- 
eral and Provincial, has been an em- 
phatic expression of want of confidence 
in the local Government. The baiv 
suspicion of friendliness was a virtual 
bar to tue success of any candidate, 
however deserving in other respects, 
while tue opposition of the govern- 
ment or their organ or any of their "si- 
lent brigade" operated as a certain 
p.uspuiL to Ottawa or to James' Bay. 
as tue case might be. And are not 
expressions of want of confidence pour- 
ing m from every District? Reverting 
to tue measures passed during the pro- 
sent session, a list of which will be 
found else wnere, we take tliis oppor- 
tunity of congratulating the senior 
member forCowiclian upon Ins success 
in carrying through a Land Bill from 
which, uouviDiiatandiug bne blemishes 
engrafted upon it by tue Government, 
we anticipate the best results to the 
country. It ejustitutos prooably the 
most liuerul land system in the wide 
world. It lakes the phwo of I lie "'live 
distinct modes uf dealing Willi the' public 
lnuds" in reflect ot \Wueh the orgnu 
Claimed ho much credit fur its master-*, 
ami under its simple provLiontt every 
comer may enter a^.m an. I uotpviru an

A New Substitute for Coal. 

The French newspapers aro talking 
about the discovery by a Belgian peasant 
that earth, coal and soda mixed together, 
would burn us well and bettor than any 
other combustible. Tho way in which he 
found this out is curious. He had been 
scraping the floor of his collar with a 
shovel in order to bring all the bits of coal 
lying about into a heap, which mixed as it- 
was with earth and other impurities, ho 
put it into his stovo. To his iistonishinont 
ne found that this accidental compound 
burnt better instead of worse than ho ex- 
pected, and emitted greater heat. Being 
an intelligent man, ho endeavored to dis- 
cover the cause, uud discovered that a 
good deal of soda, probably tlia remnant 
of the last wash, lay about the floor of tho 
collar, and that some ol it must have got 
into this heap. He then made a few experi- 
ments and at lo'igth improved tho com- 
pound sufficiently to render it practical. 
I'he publicity given in Bolgium to this 
discovery caused trial to bo mado every- 
where, uud it has now been ascertained 
that three parts of earth and one of coal- 
dust, watered with aooucentrat id solution 
of soda, w ill burn well ami emit great heat. 
Many Parisian papers talk of it, but only 
one, tho Monlteur, went so far as to make 
the experiment at its printing otjico. A 
certain quantity of friable and slightly 
sandy earth was mixed with the quantum 
of coal d ust prescribed ; the two ingredi- 
ents were well incorporated with each other 
and then made itito a pasta with tho solu- 
t on above mentioned. Tho fireplace of 
one uf the boilers had been lighted with 
ro il and the lire wan kept up with shovel- 
fuls of the mixture The latter, in few so- 
conds.was transformed into a dry brown 
crust, which soon became red hot, and then 
burnt brightly, but without being rapid- 
ly consumed. The fact of tho cotnbus- 
ti in is, therefore, well ascertained ; but 
before tho system can bo universally 
adopted, there aro some important points 
to be considered, such as the Calorific 
power of the mixture compared to that of 
pure coal, its price, and, above all, a re- 
medy for tho great drawback attaching to 
it— its fouling tbo liro grates considera- 
bly. There are doubling Thomases, who 
wonder what the world will do for fuel 
when tho coal bods give out. The coal 
beds have not given out yet, and before 
that event happens we have no doubt 
Providence will open up now forms of 
fuel. The affairs of tho uaivorse aro in 
good hands.

I am surprised at "Trustee," who hails 
from a country foremost in tho march of 
education, and where he knows this thing 
would not bo tolerated for one moment. 
He is trying to justify it by showing how 
easy it is for men to fall away from their 
early leaching. 

As to my ignorance, of course, I have 
nothing to say. May be 'tis true; but it 
appears strange it was not discovered 
when I was working to get tho school and 
only mado itself apparent when Iexposed 
this evil; but I never thought the stars 
were littlo balls of (ire, and I still remain 
in that happy state, perhaps, ■' whore igno- 
rance is bli.ss, ^tis folly to be wi.se."

Yesterday morning bright and early 
voters eiiino pouring in, and before 
It) o'clock over GO hud arrived. A 
rumor wasafioat that only thoso on 
tho 72 list could vote, but was gen- 
erally discredited. 

At 1 1 a in. Mr. Dewrlney culled a 
mooting of the settlors. About 80 
woro present. Tho Chairman, Mr. 
Tait.in a neat and appropriate speech, 
introduced tho Candidate. Mr. Dewd- 
ney spoko tor about an hour and a 
half, giving a resume of his courso 
during tho past two sessions, also the 
history of the Pacific Scandal and the 
causes that led to the resignation of 
Sir John A. Mticdonald. Ho dwelt 
at length on tho Railway Route, 



Ballot, Parcel Post which ho explained 
to tho satisfaction of every ono pre- 
sent. Ho promised to press on tiie 
attention of the Government tho ne- 
cessity of a Military Postor Mounted 
Police force being established in the 
vicinity of Kamloops. Ho gnvo his 
views on the Terms of Union, which 
ho thought shou'd bo preserved iutect 
until Mr. Mackenzie informs us what 
relaxation ho wants. Tho question of 
a protection to farmers and stock- 
raisers would receive his attention; he 
thought that at least the same pro- 
tection should bo afforded to our 
stock raisers as is given to those on 
tho other side of the line. The infor- 
mation ho gave us about tho different 
Railway routes was of a most cheering 
character, and wo have more hope than 
over of hearing tho iron-horse snort- 
ting along tlio North Thompson. 
The speaker then alluded tothocuarge 
mado by his opponent, that ho was a 
follower of DeCosmos. In answer to 
that ho would rtfor them to tho cow- 
ardly attack made on him by Mr. De- 
Cosmos, not on him as a politician 
only, but branding him as a forger, 
and trying to blast his character; that 
he had not tho manliness to attack 
him while he was in Victoria, but, 
assassinlike, tried to stab him in tho 
back, smuggled an article into tho 
paper after midnight, knowing that it 
would meet bis eyes for the hist time 
on tho steamer, hoping, too, that it 
would be road by the Electors just be- 
foio tho election, without giving 
him a chance to refute iu or bring his 
attacker to book. Ho then asked if 
it was at all likely that, he would be 
found iu tho wake of a man so desti- ' 
tute of all moral courage. 

Mr. Dewdnjy, was listened to, with 
great attention and sat down amidst 
enthusiastic applause.

Out of lit) 
men who we o tlurjto vote only 18 
men weio a.lo»» Uo record thoir votes, 
Fanners had traveled 2d or iiU miles 
only to find that ihrjugh the culpa- 
ble or wilful negligence uf some one 
they were disfra idiised. We will 
await tho result with no littlo anxiety; 
but of one thing we feel perfectly sat- 
isfied, and that is, that Kam. oops did 
its duty nobly. 

In the evening Mr. Duck arrived with 
the Ballot Box from hL polling division; 
there was the same unanimity. A meeting 
was held iu the morning. The addresses 
of both Candidates were fairly discussed 
when they resolved to support Dewdnoy 
aud the Terms. 

A melancholy accident happened dur- 
ing the past week. Three gentlemen, 
Mr. Thus. Graham, Mr. McConnell and 
Dr. Gilbert started from here in a .sleigh, 
after dusk, for Trauqnille.

By means of a lottery, with four yearly 
drawings, it was proposed to arm tho 
Spanish National Militia with new guns 
ol Italian construction. 

A telegram from Sydney stated that tho 
revenue of New South Wales during 187J 
amounted to .£3,830,019, aud the oxpondi- 
turo to i£2,G09,yiSo', showing a surplus of 
X721.517. 

Su- Kichard Templo has been appointed 
by tho Viceroy of India to direct, ami con- 
trol the relief operations in tho Province 
of Beuar. Sir ltiohard Temple would 
afterwards proceed to tho other districts 
whore distress prevailed. 

Telegrams trom Vienna, Paris, and 
Berlin indicated a coutinuance of strong 
feeling in Germany on tho subject of the 
Papal Brief, anil on tho recout utterances 
of tho French bishops. 

Among tho Court news was recorded 
the arrival of a courier at Osborne, from 
St. Petersburg, bringing a portrait of tho 
Grand Duchess Alarm, sent by tlu Em- 
press of ltussia to tho Queen. 

A parricide, Orto Socino, was banged 
on tho 18th ol December, at Caglian,and 
alter a short lime life appearing extinct, 
was put into the collin.
